First, an abstract lroui the first MtfaJoi 
book of the first church in Shclbyvillc as 
to the organization oi Presbyteiianism iu 
Shelby countj , from 1796 bo 

Iu the spring A. D. 17!Mj, Archibald 
Cameron received a call from the people 
who wished to be congregated and enjoy 
the regular ministry of the gospel, both 
iu the couuties of Shelby and Nelson. 
Two-thirds of his time iu Shelby, and the 
other part to be at the Big Spring meet- 
ing house in Nelson eouuty. Che friends 
of the Presbyterian Church were scattered 
in different directions around Shelby?ille. 

First places of meeting vera 00 P.ull- 
skinand Tick creek, and that iiMIUMf Mr. 
Cameron was ordained and enstalled among 
them. The first administration of the 
Lord's Supper w is in the fall of 1796, and 
all the communic ants were about, thirty- 
five, the greater part of them were receiv- 
ed upon examination aud not by certifi- 
cate. Mr. Cameron soon found it expe- 
dient to confine his labors to the Churches 
in Shelby county. In a short time the 
communicants increased to nearly one 
hundred. 

After some time it was thought proper 
by the same general connection of Pres- 
byterians, to establish ■ part of the public 
service of the gospel at Shejbyville. The 
main places of public and stated sei vice of 
the sabbath among the connected Presby- 
terians, were Mulberry, Shelbyville and 
Fox run. Presbytery thought proper to 
dissolve the connection between the con- 
gregations of Fox run and Shelbyville 
church &c, iu October 1819. 

In 1819 Shelbyville, Mulb erry ana 9.x- 
mile churches, were under the care of Mr. 
Cameron and continued until 1S34. Of 
the members belouging to the Church 
when I was elected Elder, and appointed 
Clerk of the session iu 1832, there now 
remaius connected with it only Mrs. Nam-v 
Harbison, Hcury C. Oftutt and Mark Har 
din; one other is yet iu our midst who 
worships with Dr. Matthews. I make this 
brief notice of the origin of the first Pres- 
byterian Church in Shelbyville, Ky., be- 
longing to, and remaining with the Louis- 
ville Presbytery. I furnish a copy of a 
letter written by mc to Dr. Mathews on 
the first of August 1800. And of another 
to him on the 1st of December 1 976. — 
Their contents will explain why written. 

These letters and the Mfariag report 
will tell a plain tale, all of which I submit 
to the session.

Dear Sir: — I make you this communt 
cation because 1 was told that on List Bab- 
bitt, Rev. Mr. McMillan, in his church, 
said that I had y>,„ of w ith th tekinm. mi 
the same time telling his people to adhere 
steadfastly to lnni. that the expense to 
them would not be iuereused, «<s Dr. Jaae- 
way had informed him thai the defalcation 
would be made up to him. 

Wheu you decided to go oil to the New 
Presbytery, had you made it known to the 
session, we could have | -nsulted the 
Church and if division must come, to have 
separated as friends — as Christian friends 
— so differing in sentiment as to make it 
advisable to separate as did Abraham and 
Lot, iu peace and harmony as brethren 
should. 

Our Church is divided — devided not soon 
to be rcuuitcd, it 1 may judge from the 
spirit which seems to pervade the people, 
tor myself, sir, I can truly say in (he 
presence of <iod, that I bavfl had no part 
nor lot iu this matter, you left us,- -I could 
uot follow. Ou my return trom the Set 
eral Assembly at St. Louis, you called to 
see mc, aud as part of my answer to your 
inquieiea iu relatiou to the doings of the 
Assembly, I read to you my report as com- 
missioner of the Louisville Presbytery to 
that body, which I had written at St. Lou- 
is, the day after we had beeu excluded 
from that body. From that day uutil this 
we have had no communications about 
these affairs except a message you deliver- 
ed to mc from Dr. R. J. Breekcurid-e. 

It seems to me that iu our relations tj 
the Church, mm as the Pastor, and / as I 
oue of the Eiders, that the subject of the I 
probable division of the Church was a sub - 1 
ject grave enough, and important enough 
to call forth very serious, very solemn 
contemplations. Had I contemplated leav- 
ing our Presbytery and taking with me the 
Church, or as many as possible of them. 
I should have cor sidered it my duty to 
confer with you, and with the balance of 
the session on a subject so vital to the 
peace, the interest, the prosperity of the 
Church. 

You went to the Presbytery, and after 
it was constituted, you with a dozen in all, 
left your seats, left the room, lefUhe Prcs 
bytery in session, with from 30 to 40 mem- 
bers — and in another room, constituted 
yourselves into another — a diffefent body 
' baptized it the Louisville Presbyte- 



ry- -and claiming for it all the books and 
all the papers — all the Churches and all 
the Parsonages iu the Louisville Presbyte- 
ry which had been accumulating there for 
the past fifty years, and even that which 
belore had been consecrated to the service 
<>t the living God, in days when it was per- 
ilous to leave the forts. You have appoint 
ed your committee to take possession of 
all these, as of right belonging to this new 
Twelve men, General Assembly's, Louis- 
ville Presbytery. You did it! And be- 
cause Henry C. Offutt, (one of our Elders, 
and our Commissioner or delegate to the 
Presbytery; would not follow you into 
this new concern, you denied him the right 
to sit with us in the session. And in the 
Pastoral Letter, which you, as the mode- 
rator of that Presbytery have published 
to the world, proclaims every officer, and 
every private member of the Louisville 
Presbytery who do not follow into this 
new concern of twelve, as not members of 
the Presbyterian Church. And of course 
not being members of the Church, have no 
right to auy of the church property. And 
\y/ou did all this in the face of the solemn 
declaration of the General Assembly at its 
I third session when it was just settling down 
into its new organization — when lookiii" 
| at its vast powers for evil as woll an good, 
it paused. "The General Assembly as the 
supreme judicatory of the Church consti- 
tutes the bond of union, neace, correspon- 
dence, and mutual confidence among them. 
It is invested with a power to preserve a 
due regard to the principles of our Eccle- 
siastical government iu all the synods, 
Presbyteries, and sessions." 

Established for purposes so important, 
and invested with powers so extensive. 
In that pause, it saw its power for evil — 
In that pause, it contemplated the prone- 
BOm of the deceitful heart to sin. And 
j they entered upon the duties before them 
as if the still small voice had whispered — 
"l^et us do nothing in this whole duty, 
where we cannot tiud, thus says, (not, thus 
l«rmit.< \ the constitution." 

Aud then aud there, in 1791, now sev- 
enty live yiars past — a year memorable iu 
the Assembly for its wisdom iu foreseeing 
danger at a distance — daugcr to the 
Ciiun-h iu times of party strife. And at 
once aud lor all time, accepts the Consti- 
tution iu the spirit iu which it was written, 
and gives nutiec uot to be misinterpreted. 

Our powers are limited, let them all be 
construed strictly lest wc sin." Iu the 
As. cuildv. on motion it was agreed that 
whena.- this Assembly, copying the ex- 
ample of their predecessors have admitted 
several ministers who are uot Commission- 
ers, to join in their deliberations, and con- 
clusions, but not to vote on any question. 
And although this Assembly has been 
much indebted to the wise counsels and 
friendly assistance of these corrcspoadine 
ministers, nevertheless, on mature delib- 
resolved as the opinion of

You will here perceive that you are eith- 
er arrogating to yourselves powers that no 
failen men should covet — or under cover 
of an authority from the General Assem- 
bly, which they solemnly declared to the 
world they had no right, no power to con- 
fer. And at a time too, when they were 
sending their men of wisdom and piety to 
the General Assembly — giving dignity to 
that body, and weight to its decisions . 
There were no Hotspurs in that day, com- 
missioning willing agents to carry out un- 
constitutional edicts.

Dkar Sir — Your pastoral relations to 
the First Presbyterian Church in Shelby- 
ville, in which wc are Elders (here speak- 
ing for our session), was on the (Ah day 
of August last dissolved by the same body 
(the Louisville Presbytery) that received 
you into its connection, and installed you 
as Pastor of our church. 

The Elders of the church who have 
not separated from her, and gone off w.th 
you, are yet in office. Y'ou have no pow- 
er over them. No body, ecclesiastical or 
otherwise, can divest them of the elder- 
ship but by deposition. Form of govern- 
ment, chap, xiii, sec. vi. 

Ministers and Elders coming into the 
PpMbyterma Church, when they take of- 
tee, owe allegiance to this law. Iu viola- 
tion of this provision, you, by an imputed 
power, or no power, have declared us out 
of office, and thereby (as you hope and 
are trying to effect) divested us of the 
title to the church property, and by the 
magic power by which you claim to have 
deprived us of the title to the property, 
you, with a fraction of the c'%rch— Kay 
about one-third of it— and in connection 



la your note lo me, of reasons for not fur- 
nishing the li-t, you say : Tt there is 
any inaccuracy in the list of members 
reported to Presbytery, it has occurred 
chiefly under your supervision as Clerk of 
the -lession. ' Denying the imputation al- 
together, I will for the sake of argument, 
look at it as if true. You know that I 
have not been clerk of your session for 
more than five years, and if I had hern 
the cause of inaccuracy whilst clerk of 
the session, whose business, whose duty 
was it to have that inaccuracy corrected, 
when a new clerk was appointed ? and 
whose duty was it at all times to see that 
the clerk of session did not get into such 
habits ? Have you, year after year, for 
five years, had this inaccuracy reported to 
the Presbytery \ It is true that Mr. Wil- 
son two or three times, perhaps, within the 
last year, told me that he and H. C. Offutt 
would call at my house some day, atid have 
the session-book corrected as to the per- 
sonsy 10 t lately worshipping with us. His 
bad health, I suppose, prevwuted it. And 
because it now suits your purpose to have 
all the delinquent members numbered, you 
are trying to prevent our getting their 
names, so as to prove that they have uot 
been commuuing, nor church-going mem- 
bers so long as to require their names to 
be dropped from the list of members —you 
now know who they are, it u your duty now 
/., Barred th houk , you, and the Clerk, 
Mr. Wilson, are now the onlp persons who 
have access to the book for that purpose. 
But, instead of doing this, you publish to 
the world that you have 109 members ad- 
hearing to your separating body of our 
church. I say to myself, is it possible 
that you are willing, nay anxious that this 
misstatement should go to the courts, and 
testify it because of the inaccuracy you 
iaiproperly charge to have occurred chiefly 
by my fault. Be it my fault, be it the new 
Clerks fault, be it your owu fault, or bo it 
au oversight iu the whole sessiou, oue 
thing u% now plain — it is your duty r,, r . 
net H — fail in this duty, aud go into court 
with alf these HQ or 12<» dead heads— 
aud who will tbeu, and there, and thus 
welcome you in 1 You have chosen your 
own position, enjoy it if you can.

We read, or liud recorded, that on 
the 17th day a| March, ISo-', at the 
church, Mark Hardin was elected an 
Elder by aud for that church, aud 
that on Sabbath, the 2">th of March, 
183S, he was, in the ordinary mauuer, set 
apart to that office by the Rev. Archibald 
C.-unerou, the Pastor. Aud that ou the 
same day he was by the sessiou of said 
church elected or appointed Clerk of said 
sesfion. 

He filled the office of Clerk to said ses- 
sion up to April 1801, when he resigned 
the same, iu the 8»»th year of his age, hav- 
ing about that time declined to attend the 
night sessions of the church. The session 
book, then in use passed out of his hands 
into the hands of Josephus H. Wilson Esq., 
the clerk appointed in his stead. Mr. 
Wilson, as clerk, declined to take iuto his 
possession the papers and other books of 
session. They therefore, are still in my 
hands. You have again appointed me 
clerk of our session. When I was set 
apart to the office of Ruling Elder in 
this church, I And that in our confession 
of faith. Form of government chap, xiii, 
sec. vi. The office of Ruling Elder and 
Deacon are both perpetual, and cannot be 
laid aside at pleasure. No person can be 
devested of either office but by deposition. 
I also find in the record of the Presbyte- 
rian Church, page 54»i, on Wednesday the 
2Sth of May 1788, the last day but one 
that the Synod of New York and Philadel- 
phia sat their last sitting, the following, to 
wit : 

The Synod haviig fully considered the 
dsaught of the Fo-m of government and 
discipline did, on a review of the whole, 
and hereby do ratify and adopt the same, 
as now altered and amended as the con- 
stitution of the Presbyterian Church in 
America, and order the same to be con- 
sidered and strictly observed as the rule of 
their proceedings, by all the inferior ju- 
dicatories belonging to the body. And 
they order that a correct copy be printed, 
and that the Westminister Confession of 
Faitb, as now altered, be printed in full 
along with it, as making a part of the 
constitution. 

Resolved, That the true intent and mean- 
ing of the above ratification by the Synod, 
is, that the Form of government and Dis- 
cipline, and confession of Faith, as now 
ratified, is to continue to be our constitu- 
tion, and the confession of our faith and 
practice unalterable, unless two thirds of 
the Presbyteries under the care of the 
General Assembly shall propose alterations 
or amendments, and such alteration or 
amendment shall be agreed to and enacted 
by the General Assembly. This is one of 
the last acts of the collected wisdom and 
piety of the Synod of New York and Phil- 
adelphia, a body who had existed after 
the reuuion and who had annually met 
together as a Synod for thirty years, say 
from 1758 to 1788, not as delegates from 
other bodies but permanent members of 
the same body. In 1791 at the third

California Correspondence. 

San Francisco. 

Koitob Sentinel ; I arrived here on | 
Saturday morning, the 2d, making the | 
passage 22 days from New York. It was 
a long and tiresome voyage. I did not J 
■in n meal, and never lacked a hearty ap- — 
petite at any time during the trip. But 
the dangers of ocean steam navigation are 
so great that I will hesitate a long time 
before risking it again. 

Aspinwall is a town of 1500 or 2000 in- 
habitancy composed mostly of negroes, to- 
gether with a few Americans, Irish, Ger- 
mans, and French. There are three or 
four lines of steamers besides the Califor- 
nia line, that touch at Aspinwall. The 
people live by supplying tropical fruits to 
the passengers and by work on the railroad. 
I did not sec any land in cultivation, not 
even a garden spot. A dense and almost 
impenetrable jthickct begins within three 
hundred yards of the landing at Aspiu- 
wall and extends across the Isthmus. 

There is a great deal of swamp land on 
the Isthmus until you get back 15 miles 
from the coast. Tbcu the country be- 
comes rugged and broken, and covered j Black, Colored and Fancy Silks ; 
with an extremely dense growth alLthrough 
the soil, in mauy places on the uplands 
appears to be poor and thin. The country 
in passing through it appears to be almost 
uninhabited, yet, if it was properly culti- 
vated, it would support an immense popu- 
lation. As a grazing county, I have not 
seen its equal. Along each side of the 
railroad, the Company has cleared a space 
sixty or eighty feet in width, aud, at inter- 
vals of six or eight miles, they hsve built 
station houses and cleared 5 or 10 acres 
around them where the grass has a good 
chance to show what it would do if prop- 
erly managed. The whole country is very 
unhealthy to persons from a temperate 
climate. The yellow fever was at Panama 
and I think at Aspinwall also. Four days 
after leaving Panama, one of the steerage 
passeugers died — some said of yellow fev- 
er — but I could not learn anything shout 
it. We were 13 days from Panama to this 
place — landed at Acapulco 
Cape St. Lucas to put off a passenger. We 
were in sight of the coast nearly all the 
way — it was generally hilly and moun- 
tainous, and occasionally a Volcano show- 
ing its lofty summit above the clouds. 
We saw two mountains, which the Captain 
said were 112 miles from the coast — their 
sharp peaks extended far above the clouds 
and some of the passengers imagined they 
could see snow upon their tops — I could 
not see the snow and think it all imagina- 
tion. In crossing the Gulf of California, 
we had a rough sea, that made many of the 
passengers sea-sick. The last four days 
the sea was rough, and the wind keen and 
cold, but as soon as we entered the harbor, 
and got behind the Coast Range of Moun- 
tains, we found it warm and pleasant. 
This has been a very mild winter on the 
Pacific coast — little or no frost, but a great 
deal of rain. 

The markets here are well supplied with 
fresh vegetables of the finest description. 
Beets. Turnips and Potatoes, growso large 
that a di.-cription of their size would sound 
like a ''fish story." Pears also grow large 
and of excellent quality. I saw some old 
pear orchards and vineyards yesterday at 
San Jose (pronounced San Hozay) that 
were planted by the Spaniards many years 
ago, that still bear large quantities of fruit 
and are egreat source of profit. 

San Francisco is quite a large city, but 
its situation is, I think, a poor one in some 
respects. It labors under the same diffi- 
culties that Cincinnati has to contend with. 
The level ground has been built on, and 
now they must l>e leveled down. At the 
southern end of the city, the bay is very 
shallow, and it is the intention to fill up a 
great portion of it — this will give a great 
many fine building 1m- but the cost of 
filling up will be immense. In the upper 
part of the city the grade of the streets is 
so steep in some places, as to require 5 hor- 
ses to pull a street car. Some of the hills 
are composed of sand and gravel, and cau 
be graded down without much difficulty, 
but others an granite and can only be par- 
tially graded. I have not yet been able to 
find the census of the city. It has the ap- 
pearance of one hundred thousand inhabit- 
ants — they claim many more. There is a 
large number of Chinese here. They 
shave their heads except a circular patch 
3 or 4 inches in diameter around the crown 
of the head, from which the hair grows 
long enough to drag the ground. They . 
plait their hair iuto a tail-like arrangement | 
and then circle it around the head, or pass | 
it under the arm and over the shoulder, or 
let it hang directly down the back. . ;; 

Go«n» Kx< i .-k. — The last numder of the 
weekly Pine Bluff ( Arkansas) Dispatch 
apologizes for the .-mall amount of editorial

Besides all that, the office is half full of 
snow, the printers nearly frozen, the pub- 
lisher's cow run dry, the editors wife out 
of wood: the hens unwilling to lay, and 
the writer himself in despair from these 
manifold ills- He says to his patrons if 
these reasons are insufficient for the 
barren condition of his columns, they may 
go to Boston for better ones.
